himself known. He said he also had 
to spend the evening making up an 
argument upon a mining case, and he 
knew less about mines than about any- 
thing else. In an hour the professor 
finished his work and retired, but be- 
fore he did so he granted bis room- 
mate the privilege of using all his 
books, maps and papers upon mines 
nnd mining. Then be went to sleep, 
and when he awoke at 7 the next 
morning he found Mr. Lincoln just 
where be bad left him poring over 
his books and papers. The lamp was 
still burning^ although It was day- 
light. 


As Professor Stevens' case did not 


come up the next day he attended the 
court to hear Mr. Lincoln present bis 
arguments. lie reached the scene in 
time for the opening speech by his 
roommate, and he staid all through 
the session. 


Although Mr. Lincoln spoke for over 


an hour on tLe technicalities of mines 
and mining, he did not make a single 
mistake. 
He crosrf examined some 


half dozen surveyors and engineers and 
In every case puzzled and embarrassed 
them with his knowledge of the sub- 
ject. Of course he won the case. But 
Professor Stevens said that everybody 
in the court believed be had been grad- 
uated In mining engineering and bad 
devoted years to the stuOy of the sci- 
ence,—Saturday Evening Post

It should not be charged 
thit the cause has its root in ignor- 
ance; bat there is no error in charging 
that its origin and maintenance is in 
gross carelessness, coupled with preju- 
dice, arising from political affiliation, 
which prejudice and carelessness have 
been taken advantage of and used by 
the canning of designing men, who are 
using tbe power acquired for their 
purposes, wb'.cb is every humiliating 
position for the people to be in, while 
they continue to claim to be a self 
governing people.

CABSON, Nov., July 3,1900. 


High temperature, deficient precipi- 


tation and about normal sunshine, 
characterized the weather of the past 
w«ek. Tbe conditions were very fav- 
orable to tbe growing and maturing 
crops and for harvesting bay and grain. 


In tbe extreme southern portion tbe 


grain harvest is practically over and 
the third crop of alfalfa has been cat 
and Blacked; tbe yield of both bay and 
araln is reported extra good in most 
localities. 
In tbe we.tern, central, 


eastern and northern districts tbe 
wheat, oats and barley are ripening 
rapidly; baying ia well advanced in 
most localities; corn and potatoes are 
doing well and the garden and vegeta- 
ble crops are everywhere reported in 
excellent condition.
